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Immoral  Nations 

We  Jews  are  a  people  who  are  always  prepared 
to  forgive  and  forget.  It  sometimes  amazes  me 
how  quickly  we  are  ready  to  receive  our  former 
enemies,  even  if  they  have  treated  us  shamefully 
within  living  memory. 

I  recall  some  years  ago  appearing  on  a  televi¬ 
sion  program  in  Chicago  with  a  Reform  colleague 
who  had  been  born  in  Germany  and  had  manag¬ 
ed  to  escape  the  terrors  of  Hitler  and  who  subse¬ 
quently  served  in  the  United  States  Army  as  a 
chaplain.  We  discussed  at  length  whether  Jews 
should  be  prepared  to  forgive  the  present  day  Ger¬ 
mans  for  what  happened  in  their  recent  past.  I 
recall  taking  the  position  that  if  they  were  truly 
repentent,  of  course  we  could  not  blame  the 
younger  generation  as  we  most  certainly  hope  for 
a  better  future.  However,  if  there  is  no  true 
repentence.  then  we  would  have  to  continue  to 
criticize  that  nation .  I  felt  that  we  had  to  wait  and 
see  how  things  developed. 

The  news  that  a  West  German  pharmaceutical 
firm  has  helped  Libya  build  a  factory  to  manufac¬ 
ture  poison  gas  fills  us  all  with  alarm  and  disgust. 
Quite  obviously,  my  previous  observations  were 
fully  justified  for  it  would  seem  that,  with  a  total 
lack  of  sensitivity  at  the  very  best,  Germans  are 
now  advising  the  enemies  of  Israel  on  how  to  use 
the  gas  which  can  destroy  them.  Certainly  the 
Libyans  are  to  be  congratulated  on  going  to  the 
real  experts  in  the  field.  However,  even  in  this 
strange  world  in  which  we  live,  where  the  human 
imagination  certainly  has  been  stretched  to  its 
fullest,  this  particular  development  defies 
description. 

I  noticed  that  representatives  of  the  American 
Jewish  Committee,  the  American  Jewish  Con¬ 
gress,  the  Anti-Defamation  League  and  B’nai 
B'rith  International  met  recently  with  the  Greek 
Ambassador  to  express  dismay  at  the  Greek 
government’s  recent  decision  to  permit  the  Palesti¬ 
nian  terrorist  Abdel  Asama  Al-Zomar,  a 
suspected  member  of  the  Abul  Nidal  faction,  to 
be  released  and  sent  to  Libya,  ignoring  an  Italian 
extradition  request.  Once  again  the  civilized 
world  should  be  incredulous  at  the  attitude  of  the 
Greek  government.  The  Minister  of  Justice  sought

to  justify  the  terrorist  acts  of  Al-Zomar  as  “within 
the  domain  of  the  struggle  to  regain  the  in- 
i  dependence  of  his  homeland”.  Al-Zomar's  heroic 
action  to  liberate  his  homeland  consisted  of 
murdering  a  two  year  old  Jewish  boy  who  had 
attended  services  with  his  parents  at  the  Rome 
Synagogue  and  also  to  injure  37  worshipers.  What 
the  Greek  government  is  saying  is  that  it  is  perfect¬ 
ly  justifiable  to  attack  a  synagogue  anywhere  in 
the  world,  to  kill,  maim  and  injure  the  con¬ 
gregants,  because  this  is  part  of  the  struggle  of 
the  Palestinian  people  to  regain  their  homeland. 

I  have  to  say  that  the  Greek  Socialist  govern¬ 
ment  of  Mr.  Papandreou  is  not  my  most  favorite 
administration,  even  before  this  incident,  and  I 
am  truly  exercising  the  utmost  restraint  in  not 
describing  how  I  really  feel  about  that  country’s 
position  on  terrorism.  The  American  Jewish 
Committee  informed  me  that  some  Jewish  spon¬ 
sored  tours  to  Greece  have  been  cancelled,  and 
I  can  only  say  that  I  would  hate  to  hear  of  any 
self-respecting  Jew  visiting  that  country  while  this 
hideous  government  is  in  power. 

As  I  look  around  the  world,  it  becomes  increas¬ 
ingly  more  evident  that  it  is  only  the  United  States 
and  Israel  that  have  any  modicum  of  decency  left 
in  their  policies,  for  even  our  Western  European 
allies  are  so  frightened  of  the  terrorism  and  bom¬ 
bastic  threats  of  Mr.  Assad  and  Mr.  Kadaffi  that 
they  too  do  not  feel  free  to  act  with  any  resolve 
whatsoever.
